Two Convicts Shot While 
Trying to Escape. 


Damaging Evidence Given at the 
Trial of Actor Curtis. 


A Dispute Over a Gold Mine Results 
in Deliberate Murder. 


A Rained San Francisco Steek Speculator 
, Tries to Kill the Son of a Mining 
Man and Commits 
Suicide. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Quentin, Nov. 29.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] Two convicts at- 
tempted to escape from the prison at 5 
o’clock this morning by scaling the bal- 
cony. They were seen by a guard, who 
told them to stop, but they failed to do 
so, and he immediately fired at them 
and instantly killed the first one, named 
Marshall, and wounded the other, named 
Billy Miner, who was then captured. 

Marshall was sentenced from Sacra- 
mento for burglary to thirty years’ im- 
prisonment and had served seven years. 
Billy Miner was convicted of stage rob- 
bery and had served twelve years of his 
twenty-five years’ sentence. Miner was 
sentenced from Tuolumne county and 
came to prison December 21, 1881. 
He had lost all his credits for previously 
trying to escape and was serving out 
his twenty-five-year sentence. Mar- 
shall, whose first name was Joseph, was 
sent to prison April 16, 1885, on three 
commitments, for burglary. He also 
had lost his credits by attempting to es- 
cape from prison and his term would not 
have expired until 1915. 

Both convicts occupied cell No. 47, 
and it is believed they had planned to 
escape for several days. This morning 
at 5 o’clock Guard A. W. Alexander 
noticed them outside their cell and saw 
them making for the balcony. He 
called to them, but they only acceler- 
ated their speed. He then fired, and 
Marshali fell riddled with buckshot. 
Miner was shot in the cheek and also 
received a bullet through the throat. 
He is in the hospital and is seriously 
wounded. 

The Coroner’s jury held an inquest 
over Marshall’s remains. 

It was subsequently found that the 
two prisoners had drilled the lock and 
bolts off from the inside of their cell. 
They had on long rubber coats andsocks 
over their boots and were provided 
with a rope and hook with which to 
scale the walls. 

The Coroner’s verdict exonerates the 
prison authorities and finds that the 
killing was done in the discharge of 
official duty. 

It is the general belief that others 
were to be liberated bv these two men. 

At the inquest Guard Alexander 
testified that he did not order the men 
to halt before shooting, or give any 
indication that he had seen them. 
Owing to the darkness he could not see 
the convicts’ stripes and did not know 
whether the men were. escaping 
prisoners or not. The convicts had 
escaped from their cell by drilling over 
thirty holes through a three-quarter 
inch iron door and pushing the bolts 
back. In the cell were found a rachet, 
drills, iron dog and lantern. 


ACTOR CURTIS ON TRIAL. 


The Story of a Man 
Shooting. 
San Francisco, Nov. 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.|] In the Curtis case 
today John B. Cann of Humboldt, who, 
it was stated, would testify that he saw 
Curtis shoot Policeman Grant, was put 
upon the stand, and in reply to ques- 
tions, said he was in San Francisco on 
the night in question. He had sold out 
his business in Yreka, and was on his way 
to Humboldt county. He walked about 
the streets of San Francisco on the 
night in question, until his attention 
Was attracted to a scuffle on tbe side- 
walk. The shorter of the two men shot 
the other, who fell and the murderer 
then ran away. Witness went to his 


hotel and went to bed, and the next day 
left the city.

SHOT FROM AMBUSH. 


Rival Claims to a Gold Mine Culminate in 
Murder. 

(Cal.,) Nov. 29.—|By the 
Associated Press.| News is received of 
a tragedy at Kernville, growing out of 
claims to a rich gold mine recently dis- 
covered there. The Gibson brothers, 
who discovered the mine, gave a half 
interest therein to the Burton brothers, 
on condition that the latter would 
develop the mine. It is claimed that 
the Burton boys took out papers alleg- 
ing sole ownership, and took possession 


ofthe claim. On Sunday evening the 


Burtons were shot from ambush by un- 
known parties, Fletcher Burton being 
killed and his brother mortally wounded. 


RUINED BY STOCKS. 
An Impoverished ‘Speculator Attempts 
Murder and Commits Suicide. 

San Francisco, Nov. 29.—|By the 
Associated Press.] James Fogarty, a 
gardener by occupation, fired two shots 
at George Lent last night, one of which 
took effect in the latter’s left thigh. 


Fogarty then sent a bullet through his 


own head, inflicting a mortal wound. 
Fogarty left a letter charging William 
Lent, father of the injuged man, with 
having led him (Fogarty) into specula- 
tions in mining stocks whereby he had 
lost $2400. Lent was tormerly presi- 


dent of the Bodie Mining Company. 
He denies the charges. 


“ONE SORREL MARE.” 
The Controversy Over Geraldine Gets into 
the Courts. 

‘Sax Francisco, Nov. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The upshot of the 
controversy over Geraldine, the racer, 
was seen in a suit filed today by Thomas 
H. Williams against Robert P. Ashe. 
The complaint asks for the recovery of

Geraldine anda certain colt one vear 


old by Alta, dam Merrelle, anda cer- 


tain other coltone year old by Alta, 
dam Thetis, amda certain other colt 
one year old by Ed Corrigan, dam 
Smilax; allof which were of great 
value to plaintiff, viz., the sum of 
$7000." 

Williams claims that on November 
20 last, Ashe took possession of Gerald- 
ine and next day secured the colts at 
Sacramento. He prays that the ani- 
mals be returned tohim, or failing in 
their return that Ashe be -Ordered to 
pay him their value, 7000, with 
#1000 additional damages. Williams's 
attorneys are W. W. Foote andT. C. 
Cogan.

Rev. John Witherspoon Scott, D.D., 
was born in Beaver county, Pa., June 
22,1800. He was graduated from the 
college at Washington, Pa., and subse- 
quently took a post graduate course at 
Yale. He accepted a professorship at 
Miami University, at Miami, O., in 
1826. Anumber of years later Dr. 
Scott founded Oxford (O.) Femalg Col- 
lege, and in 1850 became its president. 
As he advanced in years Dr. Scott gave 
up college work, and coming to Wash- 
ington, was appointed to acierkship in 
the Interior Department, which position 
he held up to the time of the advent in 
Washington of President Harrison, 
when he resigned at the instance of 
the President, and took up his abode at 
the White House.

Commission, 


Wasnineton, Nov. 29.—[By the Asso- 
sociated Press.}| The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today in an opinion

IMMIGRATION REFORM. 


Some Important Recommendations to Be 
Made to Congress. 

New York, Nov. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Senate Immigra- 
tion Committee held a session here to- 
day. The proposition thatall immigra- 
tion except from North and South 
American countries be suspended for 
one year from March, 1893, was con- 
sidered, and there is good reason to be- 
lieve that it will be adopted tommor- 
row.

and Prof. Adolph Soetbeer. Prof. 
Soetbeer’s plan is to establish one 
gramme of fine gold as the interna. 
tional unit of value and stop the mint- 
ing of coins containing less than 5.8065 
grammes of pure gold. The circulation 
of coins of foreign countries of less than 
the new standard will be prohibited by 
the countries signing the agreement, 
and gold coin of inferior value will be 
withdrawn within five years. Private 
individuals will be allowed to coin gold 
upon the payment of an agreed seignor- 
age. Gold certificates may be issued 
against gold held in reserve. Soetbeer’s 
plan also includes the coinage of silver 
in the proportion of 20 value units 
of that metalto oneof gold, but private 
individuals will mot be allowed free 
coinage of silver. 

Of the committee that will consider 
the proposals five members are avowed 
bi-metallists, six are mono-metallists, 
and one is doubtful. The committee 
will sit twice each day. It is the gen- 
eral expectation that Rothschild’s pro- 
posals will be accepted by the com- 
mittee and then referred for adoption 
or rejection to the conference and gov- 
ernments represented, with modlifica- 
tions suggested by the schemes of Levi 
and Soetbeer. One of the modifications 
will undoubtedly be that all gold coins 
below the value of [£20 be withdrawn 
from circulation and replaced by silver 
notes. 

The adhesion of the German dele- 
gates is considered certain, as Dec- 
bend, formerly president of the Reichs- 
bank, has approved the main lines of 
Soetbeer’s proposal. The French rep- 
resentatives will also accept the plan of 
Soetbeer, which was communicated by 
Tirard, the French ex-Minister of Fi- 
nance. This plan was favoraBly re- 
ceived by all the French delegates be- 
fore it was submitted to the confer- 
ence. 

With the prospect of an early agree- 
ment being achieved. nobody now taiks 
of the failure of the conference, which 
at the first was the only prediction 
made as to the outcome of the meeting. 
So rapidly has the optimistic feeling 
grown that it is reported the confer- 
ence: is likely to conclude its labors 
next week. It was said last week that 
the session would last until after Christ- 
mas. The American delegates have 
strong reasons to be satisfied with the 
recognition by the advocates of mono- 
metalism of the seriousness of the dan- 
gers arising from a further fall in sil- 
ver. They are disposed to gupport 
Rothschild’s proposals on the principle 
that half a loaf is better than no bread. 
The Indian delegates are also pleased 
with the proposals, as they will assist 
the conclusions of the Indian Currency 
Committee, and their acceptance will 
free India from the fear of a large fall 
in silver. The American delegates be- 
lieve the continuous absorption of 30,- 
000,000 ounces of silver by European 
powers would bring about artificially a 
condition of the silver market which 
international bi-metallism could estab- 
lish permanently and ‘$cientifically.

THE HERESY CASES. 


Rev. Dr. Briggs Too Much for His 
Adversaries. 


Two of the Charges Against the Professor 
Stricken Out After a Hot Debate— 
The Smith Trial at 
Cincinnath

New York, Nov. 29.—[Bv the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The presbytery this 
afternoon resumed the trial of Dr. 
Briggs. The floor was at once accorded 
the prosecuting committee to state its 
position on Prof. Brigg’s objections to 
the charges, and his demand that Nos. 
4 and 7 be stricken out. 

Col. McCook read the opinion of the 
committee on the motion and argued 
that the two charges could not be 
dropped. In relation to charge No. 
7, Col. McCook said that Briggs’s ans- 
wer was irrelevant, because, although 
he had affirmed before the professors of 
Union Seminary that he believed that 
one who died unpenitent was forever 
lost. he had since promulgated his 
théory of progressive santification, in 
hf$ inaugural address, and it was on 
this address that the charge was 
founded. The fourth charge could not 
be dropped because Dr. Briggs’s denial 
of the fulfillment of the details of the 
prophecy was a denial of the truthful- 
ness of the Bible and imp@achment of 
the omnipotence of God. 

Atter further discussion Dr. Alexan- 
der’s motion to strike out charge No. 3 
was taken up. Prof. Brown of the Un- 
ion Seminary, and the foremost of 
Briggs'’s supporters, said that the 
committee acted unfairly in quoting 
part of Briggs'’s statements and taking 
them out of their proper connection.

Stevens & Co., distillers, 
had 30,000 gallons of whisky stored in 
the warehouse on which the tax was not 
paid. The Government brought suit 
against them upon their bond for the un- 
paidtax. Whey set upthe defense that 
the whisky was inthe control of the Gov- 
ernment when destroyed. The Govern- 
ment claimed that the whisky was 
stored at the owner’s fisk. The jury 
returned a verdict for the Government 
for $36,632 tax and interest.

Denver (Colo.,) Nov. 29.—George H. 
Kohn, a prominent young attorney of 
this city, left last week to visit rela- 
tives in St. Louis. Since his departure

OXARART’S ESTATE. 


Suit Involving Over a Million 
Dollars Commenced. 


A Daughter of the Deceased Contest- 
ing the Will. 


Says She is the Only Heiress of the 
Dead Millionaire. 


Another San Diego Bank Case Decided by 
Judge Ross—The Anderson-Lovell 
Matter Ventilated Hefore 
Justice Stanton. 


Suit was commenced in the Superior 
Court late yesterday afternoon by Mrs. 
Adela Freqgman against Simon Gless 
and sixty others to annul the entire 
proceedings in the matter of the estate 
of Gaston Oxarart, deceased, so far as 
plaintiff's estate is concerned, on the 
ground of fraud. ‘ 

In complaint the plaintiff alleges 
that on or about January 1, 1888, 
Gaston Oxarart, then a resident of this 
county, departed life, leaving an estate 
consisting of real and personal property 
valued at $1,241,525, more or less. 
That she is his only surviving daughter, 
and his sole heiress. That shortly after 
the death of said Gaston, the defend- 
ant, Simon F. Gless, produced a docn- 
ment purporting to be the last will and 
testament of said Gaston Oxarart, de- 
ceased, and by its terms and provisions 
bequeathing the entire estate to the 
said Gless, no mention being made of 
the plaintiff, either by implication nor 
otherwise. That without the authority 
or consent of plaintiff, Gless“filed this 
document for probate and was duly ap- 
pointed as executor, and proceeded to 
administer the estate as such. Al- 
though not sufficiently advised touching 
the authenticity of the instrument re- 
ferred to to state whether the same was 
authentic and was executed by her 
father or not, she states upon informa- 
tion and belief that it was not, and 
that Gless knew that it was not. That 
after the proceedings referred to, Gless 
collected the rents and moneys derived 
from the estate and appropriated them 
to his own use, and subsequently, for 
various considerations, made and exe- 
cuted deeds of conveyance to various 
persons, to plaintiff unknown, and on 
January 1, 1891, made what purported 
to be a deed conveying the residue of 
the estate to Domingo Amestoy, since 
deceased, without consideration, merely 
for the purpose of holding the same as 
trustee for said Gless. 

After reciting the various incidents 
connected with the estate in detail, the 
complaint closes with the following 
prayer: 

Wherefore, _— rays this honor- 
able court to adjudge and decree that plain- 
tiff was the only surviving child of the said 
Gaston Oxarart, deceased; that she was 
recognized by him as his child and born in 
lawful wedlock between the said Gaston 
and Aquvilla, his wife and mother of plain- 
tiff; that as such at the time o° his demise, 
her estate by inheritancé wis cast upon 
her, and that no will produced asthe will 
ot the said Gaston omitting f-eference to 
her or her name, no matter wiat its char- 
acter may have been, affected her inheri- 


tance or impaired its validiy and her 
rights thereunder. 

That the Court further and decree 
that the acts of the said SimoiF. Gless in 
including and presenting in the proceed- 
ings of said executorship, re‘erred to in 
this complaint, by him ‘the aforesaid es- 
tate and inheritance of the plaintiff, were 
each, all, and singular a practiced fraud 
upon the Court and this plaintiff, and that 
the entire proceedings in the matter of the 
estate of Gaston Oxarart, deceased, were, 
so far as _ plaintiff's estate is concerned, 
absolutely null and void, and impaired her 
estate and property in no matter whatever. 

That the conveyartce and pretended con- 
veyance before referred to, to Domingo 
Amestoy, deceased, by the said Gless, be 
held and adjudicated to have no pending 
force and effect upon this plaintiff, but that 
the same be taken only in trust by the heirs 
and devisees under the last will and testa’ 
ment of the said: Domingo Amestoy, de- 


| ceased, and held by them in trust tor this 


plaintiff. 

That each and every part and parcel of 
said estate wherever conveyed or invested 
and reinvested by any of the defendants, be 
traced and ascertained, and the that estate 
so ascertained and traced be substituted for 
‘such original interest, and that plaintiff 
have an appropriate decree therein to pro- 
tect her interest of and concerning the 
same; thatthe said Simon F. Gless and 
each of the defendants herein be required 
to account for all moneys received out 
of the property claimed by this plaintiff as 
her individual estate, and tbat there be ex- 
piated by them all necessary and proper 
expenditures that they or any of them have 
becn required to make since the death of 
the said Gaston Oxarart, and that such ex- 
penditures be deducted from the rents and 
income of said estate and the remainder be 
held by them and each ot them as the trus- 
tees of this plaintiff, and that they and 
each of thém be ordered to surrender and 
turn over to plaintiff the same, and that 
plaintiff's title to the said estate and the 
whole thereof be quieted and the appropri- 
ate decree to that effect be rendered herein, 
and that the proper, necessary, and appro- 
priate remedies and decrees, both legal 
andequitable which the court may find 
necessary to protect the rights of all par- 
lies concerned in this proceeding be made, 
and upon the final determination hereof, 
all necessary and conscionable decrees be 


tate and her right and justice which she 
may be entitled to, and for such other and 
further relicf as to the court may seem 
agreeable to equity and for costs of suit. 


ANOTHER SAN DIEGO BANK CASE. 


In the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday Judge Rosstried, the case of 
the. Calafornia Mortgage, Loan and 
Trust Company vs. the California Na- 
tional Bank of San Diego et al., an ac- 
tion to recover the sum of $19,000 al- 
leged to be due on a loan, the plaintiff 
being represented by Messrs. A. Haines 
and A. £. Mitt, and M. T. Allen, Esgq., 
appearing for the defendants. The 
plaintiff alleged that on August 11, 
1891, its general manager, E. J. 
Swayne, received a certificate of de- 
posit for the sum claimed, signed by G. 
N. O'Brien, cashier of the bank, and 
bearing interest atthe rate of 7 per 
cent., andclaimed thatthe same had 
never been paid, the bank having sus- 
pendéd. It was shown, however, for 
the defense thatthe plaintiff had re- 
ceived the certificate of deposit in pay- 
ment for two notes made by President 
Collins and Dare,.which were overdue, 
and thatno money had been deposited 
in the bank, the court held that the 
b¥#Rk was not responsible for the act of 
its officials and rendered judgment for 
the defendant accordingly. . 

SUIT ON A CONTRACT.

He 
subsequently learned that defendant 
never owned the lot. but that the title 
was vested in F. L. Goldsberry and 
James Hammell, and he thereupon as- 
signed his claim to plaintiff, who 
brought suit to recover the $800 and 
interest paid. 
THE ANDERSOWLOVELL TROUBLE. 

In the Township Court yesterday 
Capt. A. B. Anderson appeared before 
Justice Stanton to answer to the charge 
of having threatened to kill H. G. A. 
Lovell, a young Englishman, on Mon- 
day evening, November 21 last. Dep- 
uty District Attorney Diehl appeared to 
prosecute the case, the defendant being 
represented by Rusk Harris, Esq. The 
testimony was very brief, and those of 
the spectators who assembled in the 
hope of being treated toa rare morsel 
of scandal went away disappointed. 
The only witnesses examined for the 
prosecution were’ the informant, H. G. 
A. Lovell, A. B. Peyton and J. H. Ar- 
nold. Their testimony was to the effect 
that onthe night of November 21 An- 
derson called at Arnold’s rooms at No. 
515%¢ South Main street, and inquired 
whether or not Lovell resided there. 
On learning that he did, Anderson di- 
rected Arnold, who was sick, and Pey- 
ton, who was sitting at his friend’s bed- 
side, totell Lovell that unless he left 
town intwo days he would be shot. 
Both gentlemen conveved this intelli- 
gence to Lovell, who, believing that 
Anderson would carry his threat into 
execution, had him arrested, 

The defendant then took the stand, 
and in his own behalf admitted having 
made the threat, but stated that he had 
no intention of carrying it into execu- 
tion, his intention being that of scaring 
Lovell out of town. He explained that 
he was incensed with Lovell on account 
of his having been seen talking to Mrs, 
Anderson on the street. 

Lovell was cross-examined closely as 
to his knowledge of Anderson’s feeling 
toward him, but stated that he never 
knew of the latter having taken excep- 
tion to his intimacy with Mrs. Ander- 
son, except upon one occasion, when 
Anderson expressed itas his opinion 
that he had been indiscreet. 

The Court at the close of the testi- 
mony took the matter under advisement 
until Friday morning next.

LOVE-MAKING AMONG THE UTES. 


How the Indian Maiden Makes Her Selec 
tion of a Husband. 

The Ute Indians have some very in- 
teresting customs for facilitating mat- 
rimony, says the Galveston News. 
They beleive inmuch marrying and giv- 
ing in marriage, and quite often the 
maidens marry for the wealth of po- 
nies, blankets, or government income 
of the suitor, just like their white sis- 
ters for wealth. 

One of the customs peculiar to the 
Ute tribe is called the ‘‘teadance.”’ In 
the spring when nature is beginning ‘to 
don her new apparel and the leaf is just 
budding the maiden wanders up and 
down the Ute prairie and hill in search 
of the sweet-smelling herb that, coming 
at this time of the year, called the love 
season, bears a name which translated 
means love-weed. Having found a suf- 
ficient quantity she tightens henbelt, 
gathers her shawl around her, and with 
a joyful face and feet as fleet as the 
deer of her own beloved mountains, she 
returns to her wickiup. She delivers 
her treasure to old squaws, who by its 
power, aided by incantations, have won 
many husbands, and, confident in their 
match-making ability, the maidens 
leave all to them. 

The seventh night of the new moon 
after the love weedis found, an im- 
mense home-made drum calls the youth 
of both sexes to the marriage hall. 
This drum was formerly the section of 
a hollow tree with deer skin stretched 
tightly overit. Nowanempty cheese 
box covered with light skin takes its 
place. The hall itselfis some large 
new wickiup, but of heavy white duck- 
ing. It is brightly lighted by the 
moon and stars shining through the 
open doorway and by the large fire in 
the middle ofthe wickiup, over which 
is brewing the ‘‘love tea.’’ No chaper- 
ons are needed here, so the elders go 
outside and proceed with the music. 
Cupid is dangerously near, and the 
clamor the musicians produce is better 
appreciated by them than it would be 
by most of us. ° 

With these Western beauties every 
year may be a leap year, and the 
maiden who has long admired at a dis- 
tance some lithe-limbed, fleet-footed son 
of the forest may now arise from her 
tailor position and dip thetin cup inthe 
love potion and pass it to her desired 
one. He may accept orreject. If he 
does the latter on account of having 
another sweetheart, he of course prom- 
ises to be 2 brotherto her. All the rest 
may choose before she has another 
chance. But some brave may have 
been captured by her laughing lips and 
sparkling eyes, andso when the time 
comes for the mento choose will give 
her to drink of the magic liquor. Her 
love is seldom so lasting that she will 
not accept the suitor, and he does not 
care if he be second choice. 

The music is continued, and the danc- 
ing consists of keeping time toit bya 
thousand odd fantastic gyrations, grace- 
ful yet wearisome. The dance lasts 
three days and nights, then all gre mar- 
ried. 


A prodigious army of gray squirrels 
invaded the country about Peterville, 
Ky., recently, and did immense dam- 
age.

A Frank Talk with a Bolter. 

A Pasadena correspondent who writes, 
not for publication, but merely to free 
his mind, discusses, entre nots, the 
labor question, and its bearing upon 
the fortunes of the Republican party, 
in a very vivacious, and, we believe, in 
a very candid manner. The status of 
our correspondent is fixed politically 
by his acknowledgment that, while he 
has been a life-long Republican—while 
he wasa reader of Horace Greeley's 
protection ideas from 1847 out, and 
himself adisciple of that faith—while 
he. has been for the past four years a 
reader of Tue Times, and generally a 
believer in its doctrines—while he is an 
old soldier, and consequently nota pro- 
found admirer of the Democratic 
party, he nevertheless voted for Cleve- 


land. He adds: 

I will confess another thing. I only 
prayed for a ghower, not at all 
tor this downpour. But the Lord 
knows what is best, and I am 
thankful you help us take 


the deluge philosophically. I wouldn't 
have said a wordif [had known what 
would result, but because I think lots of 
fellows are in the same fix—hence 
these lines. ; 

This is the very man that we have 
been wanting to get at for some time; 
so good an opportunity is not to be 
thrown away. And we want to tell 
him at the very outset that he has put 
his foot in it—bad. In a spirit of 
pique, because the Republican party, a 
vast political organization numbering 
hundreds and hundreds of thousands of 
voters, did not respond to his own par- 
ticular ideas about as soon as he had 
conceived them, he flew the track and 
voted the ticket of the Democratic 
party, in which he never had any confi- 
dence and probably never will have. 
It was a host of just such men in New 


YY ork, Hlinois, Wisconsin and through- 


out the Northern and Western States 
that brovght the deluge. Probably a 
great many of them were only looking 
for a shower and were surprised at the 
downpour, like our correspondent. But 
we will hear him out. 


One big reason for this wholesale de- 
fection from the Republican party I 
gather from my own consciousness and 
some knowledge of human nature. Itis 
this: The failure of the party to rec- 
ognize the duty of the general Govern- 
ment to arbitrate between employer 
and employed, as in railroad strikes and 
the Homestead matter. I sympathize 
with you in your labor experience— 
have been there myself—and were not 
this a paternal Government it would do 
to cry ‘hands off.’’ But where Gov- 
ernment so far departs from the demo- 
cratic idea as to foster private inter- 
ests, it is but natural to believe it should 
go further and compel arbitration woen 
the rewards of Government favor are 
in dispute. The Homestead fight being 
a struggle for the profits aris- 
ing from protection, I looked anx- 
iously to take 
this position. 1 did want the Re- 
publican party to show some sympathy 
for laboring men; to mediate between 
labor and capital by compulsion. I 
hope€ at one time Tne Times would 
lead off im that direction. I was disap- 
pointed. The Republican party leaders 
did*not seem to care for the under dog 
in the fight. Arbitration by law, I 
think, is still possibly a means by which 
the party can regain the confidence of 
the masses. God knows we Cannot 
trust the Democratic party with any 
advance measures of any sort, and we 
can’t be crowded back to Jacksonism. 

Let all employés on railroads and 
where public interests are at stake be 
enlisted for three years with no option 
to quit the employ without proper no- 
tice, and all questions of pay, hours of 
labor, etc., left to a Government com- 
mission. That would end strikes. Let 
all manufacturers aided by tariff sub- 


-mit submit te a commission of arbitra- 


tion. This would end lockouts. Let 
the Republican party go the whole 
figure of protection or go out of busi- 
ness. These sentiments, I believe, are 
more general than, party leaders 
though t. 

Our correspondent has read Tre 
TiMEs to very little purpose if he does 
not know that in sustaining Republican 
principles+of protectlon, we were en- 
listed in the cause of American labor 


and were attempting to be the sincere 


friend of the workingman. We were 
such a sincere friend, indeed, that .we 
would not play the demagogue to him 


and pat him on the back and tell him- 


hé was doing just right when we be- 
lieved he was doing just wrong. It is 
no unusual thing in this world that only 
an honest and conscientious friend will 
tell a man of his mistakes, and it very 
often falls out that the friend gets him- 
self disliked for his candor. Asto the 
question of arbitration betyreen labor 
and capital by law, that was pre- 
sented tothe country in a prominent 
way only after the Homestead strike. 
It could not, at that time, be taken-up 
and thoroughly discussed, formulated 
and incorporated in a platform already 
adopted. There has been no means as 
yet-to get at a consensus of opin- 
ion of the Republican party on this 
important question. We urged before 
the election, and have urged since, that 
some measure looking to the official ad- 
justment of these disputes must be 
brought forward, and the next session 
of Congress will probably bring it about 
in an official way, so that the whole 
country can and will take-it-up and dis- 
cuss itand arrive at some sort of a con- 
clusion. Our correspondent was disap- 
painted because Tue Times didnot lead 
off in this discussion. Let him refer to 
the files of the paper for a week or two 
following the outbreak at Homestead 
and see how poor a memory he is af- 


“flicted with. 


No, it was pique, purely pique, on the 
part ofalotof Republicans, including 


many laboring men, who have hitherto 
benefited by protection and who ex- 
pect to reap still further advantages 
from it (if the Democrats. will only let 
it alone,) “that induced them to turn 
their backs upon the Republican party 
and ‘help throw the Government into 
the hands of the Democrats. If they do 
not already appreciate the extent 
of their blunder they will do so 
before a great while. It would be only 
a proper punishment for them if Cleve- 
land's admidistration should give the 
country free trade pure and simple, as 
it promised to do. That would prove 
an eye-opener. Although we believe 
that the forthcoming “Democratic Gov- 
ernment will not fulfill its promise to 
the letter, and there will be a strong 
effort to maintain as many protective 
features as possible, it is, nevertheless, 
true that Congress will keep up a con: 
stant tinkering with the tariff. Our 
foreign policy, as hitherto maintained, 
will be in the hands of its enemies. 
The distrust thus engendzred must have 
an unsettling and a depressing effect 
upon the industries of the country. 

Already we have heard of several 
large manufacturing enterprises, pre- 
viously projected, which are to be given 
up, at least for the present. Men do 
not propose to invest their capital in 
these large enterprises until they know 
to a reasonable certainty how the cat 
is going to jump, and they are emi- 
nently level-headed about it. As sure 
as fate we have turned the crest of the 
hill in our industrial progress and pros- 
perity,*fid, for several years, at least, 
the road will be on a down grade. 

Let those Republicans and _ those 
workingmen who have done all they 
could to promote this result lay the 
flattering unction to their souls that 
they have kicked over their own mess 
of porrige, If they go without a supper 
in consequence it is their own lookout. 

As for the differences between labor 
and capital, we shall probably get at 
some systematic was of adjusting them 
after labor shall have got down off its 
high horse of trades-unionism and be- 
comes amenablg, “to reason. A free- 
trade policy or a semi-free-trade policy, 
as a result of a long spell of tariff tink- 
ering, will prostrate the industries of 
the country sufficiently to throw hun- 
dreds of thousands of men out of em- 
ployment, bring hard times and lower 
rates of wages all along the line.

At the city election, to be held onthe 
Sth proximo, the electors will be called 
upon to select the officials who will have 
charge of affairs during a very import- 
ant period of our city’s history, prob- 
ably more important te its future than 
any two years of the past.

But, unfortunately, it is 
not as easy to properly construct these 
necessary improvements as it is to vote 
the bonds to pay forthem. We should 
have officials who are thoroughly in 
sympathy with the people on these 
matters, who will surmount all the 
obstacles which will surely be inter- 
posed, instead of themselves becoming 
obstacles or allowing others to delay or 
prevent the work of construction. 

“In addition, the city should have the 
services of the most competent and 
experienced men available. Especially 
is this true in the 
gineer. No other official will have so 
responsible a position as regards the 
improvements above referredto. The 
Council will receive proposals and: let 
contracts; the Mayor will have the veto 
power, and the City Attorney will look 
after the legal propositions involved; 
but, after all, the value of the work 
when done must depend upon the intel- 
ligent preparation of plans and speci- 
fications, and the faithful supervision 
of the work of construction. Blunders 
are costly, and in works such as are 
contemplated a faulty plan, insufficient 
specifications or defective construction 
may either ruin the whole enterprise or 
prove a source of perpetual expense to 
the tity.

The Work of Train-wreckers at 
Duarte. 


A Startling Explanation of the Santa 


The Street-car Lines Having Tussle 
with the Mud. 


Southern Pacific Freight Trains Tie Up at 
Night — Assistant General Man- 
ager of the Union Pa- 
olfic Arrives, 


The details of the accident to the 
Santa Fé passenger train near Duarte 

Monday evening were correctly given 

in this paper yesterday morning. The 

additional account, which came by As- 

sociated Press, and was printed in the 

same column, appears to have been 
somewhat exaggerated. No one was 
hurt except the engineer, whose wound 
was not dangerous, and only the two 
forward cars of the train went off the 
tails. Though the train was going at 
full speed at the time of the accident, 
many of the passengers did not even 
suspect anything wrong, and, of course, 
none were injured. The cause of the 
wreck is not yet definitely determined, 
but the latest theory is a startling one. 
It is said that it was the work of train- 
wreckers. A large bowlder had been 
placed on the track by some one, and 
this caused the derailment. The detec- 
tive force of the road is working ona 
clew which may discover the wreckers. 
The tracks were cleared early yester- 
jay morning and trains were running 
as usual. 

ELECTRIC CARS AND MUD. 

The Consolidated Electric Company 
had a lot of trouble on the various 
lines yesterday, though nothing serious 
happened. A University car ran 
off the track at the corner of 
Broadway and Tenth street, where is 
the bad sinkhole which has before given 
the company much annoyance, and was 
badly wrecked by crashing into an elec- 
tric pole. At. almost the same time 
that a long car was derailed at the cor- 
ner of Spring and First streets an- 
other car of the same kind went 
off the rails at the corner of 
Spring and Second streets, the two cars 
creating a great blockade, and large 
crowds of curious spectators, most of 
whom had suggestions to offer regarding 
the best way to set the trouble right. 
The cars overthe Westlake Park line 
ran with considerable regularity, though 
the steep grades became very slippery 
with adobe mud. Numerous cars of 
various lines had to be sent to the shops, 
burned out by short circuits.

PASADENA. 


No Chance of Obtaining a City 
Charter This Winter. 


Programme Mapped Out for the Tarna- 
ment of Roses—A Bad Boy Fined— 
Personal Notes and 
Brevities. 


In the report of the Council proceedings 
that appeared yesterday, it was stated that 
Capt. C. M. Simpson, who will represent 
this district in the next Assembly, ad. 
fressed the board, urging that immediate 
iteps be taken preparatory to framing a 
tity charter in -ccordance with the provi- 
tions of the amendment to the Constitution 
adopted at the late election. A special 
meeting of the board was called for this 
morning to pass a preliminary ordinance, 
but yesterday the said fact was discovered 
that by no manner ot means can Pasadena 
organize under acharter for a couple of 
years. The trouble lies in the fact that no 
ordinance has ever | te passed establish- 
ing fixed voting precincts. This being the 
tase, sufficient time does not remain to 
attend to this necessary detail, and then 
frame a charter to present to the next 
State Assembly to pass 

And this is how it is. roviding that an 
ordinance was introduced at the meeting 
joday, establishing permanent election 
precincts, five days must elapse before it 
tan be passed. This would bring the pas- 
sage of such ordinance up to December 6. 
The election to choose fifteen freeholders 
1o. frame acharter could then be called, 
put thirty days must elapse betygen the 
passage of the above ordinance and such 
tlection. Section 1130, of the Political 
Code, subdivision 2, reads; ‘No precinct 
must be established, nor must the bound. 
aries of any one already established be 
altered, within thirty days next preceding a 
yeneral or special election.” This would 
make January 7 the earliest possible date 
for holding the election. On this occasion 
itteen freeholders would be chosen. The 
following Monday, January 9, the votes 
would be canvassed, the result declared, 
andthe freeholders sworn in. The law 
allows ninety days in which to framea 
charter. Granting it took the freeholders 
one week, the time would be extended to 
January 16. The proposed charter must 
then be published in two newspapers for 
twenty days, in order* to give the 
public ample time to familiarize them- 
selves with its provisions This would 
bring the date up to February 6. 
Not less than thirty days later, or 
March 9, the charter could be submitted 
tothe qualified voters of the clty for ac- 
ceptance o¢ rejection. Providing it passed, 
the date would be too late to have it pre- 
sented before the Assembly, which con- 
venes January 2, and all bills must be pre- 
sented within fifty days from this date. 

A charter government would be of bene- 
fit tb this community in ways too numerous 
to mention, anditis to be regretted that 
all prospect of obtaining such this winter 
has allgone to smash. There is a whole 
lot of comfort, however, in the very prob- 
able possibility that, owing to the incom. 
plete election returns, the matter will not 
come up before the Legislature at all this 
winter. An Associated Press dispatch 
Btated in this connection yesterday that 
‘several counties heard from say nothin 
at all,a@s to the. vote on constitutional 
amendments and propositions.’’ To ob- 
tain the complete returns will entail con- 
siderable delay, and as no election can be 
called to choose freeholders after the legal 
process above outlined until the complete 
vote has been officially declared, itis doubt- 
ful whether any town tn the State will ob- 
tain a charter this winter. 

ROSES AND RACES, 

As previously announced, the Valley Hunt 
will hold its fourth annual tournament of 
roses next New Year's day beneath the live 
oaks southeast of town. 

The following is alist of the events and 
prizes, which appear in. print forthe first 
time: 

Ranchmen's race, one mile: Thorough- 
breds barred. Horses must have done regu. 
lar ranch work three weeks previous to the 
race. First prize, road cart; second prize, 
blanket. 

Flat race. one mile: For horses without 
records and to carry 125 pounds. First 
prize, given by Pasadena merchants; sec- 
ona prize.

Heavy Rainfall in the Mountalf#s—Rivers 
Running Bank Full. 

The heavy rainfall is the all-absorbing 
theme inthis county.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY, 


Study of Musie Introduced into the 
Ungraded Schools. : 


A Teacher Has Neen Secured and It Will 
Made a Part of the Regular 
Work — Special Meeting of 
Redlands Trustees. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

Last spring the idea of securing to the 
children of the ungraded country schools 
the advantages of instruction in music was 
conceived by G. W. Beattie, the County Sv. 
perintendent of Schools, and he set to 
work at once to devise means of carrying 
out the plan. It was one of.great dim- 
culty, as the schools are widely scattered 
throughout the county; visits to them must, 
therefore, be at rather long intervals, and 
children of all degrees of intelligence and 
every station inthe school curriculum were 
to be the pupils to be reached by the in- 
struction. Then there was no provision in 
the school law for such a teacher and no 
funds were provided for payment 
for his services. Besides the trust- 
ees of each district have absolute 
power asto the employment or dismissal of 
teachers. But Mr. Beattie considered the 
plan of suchimportance to the pupils that 
he would not be baffied by the apparent 
barriers in his way, and pushed ahead to- 
ward the desired end, visiting the various 
school districts and consulting the school 
trustees, gaining their approval of his 
pian to have a teacher of music go the 
rounds, each school toconsider him as its 
teacher fof the time he was present and 
paying him a proportionate part of, his sal- 
ary. By this means San Bernardino county 
has been made the banner county in this 
branch of cgmmon school education, there 
being no other in the United States which 
employs a special teacher im music 
in her ungraded district schools. 
The teacher secured is E. D. Wyckoff of 
CHficago, who was under the instruction of 
W. L. Tomlins, the man leading the great 
World's Fair choruses. The county school 
board set aside asum from the funds of 
each school, according to the agreement of 
the local school trustees, and this was 
drawn upon for the saiary of Mr. Wyckoff, 
the payments being made by regular 
county warrants like those of the other 
teachers. But this has not been accom- 
plished without opposition. There was an 
occasional trustee of a district school op- 
posed to the plan, and in this city there 
were people who considered the proceed- 
ings illegal, and they worked up some 
feeling in the matter and tried to 
raise a storm. But, like other efforts 
made here to block the wheels of progress 
in the schools, it failed of its purpose. An 
attorney was employed by the silurians 
and notices were served upon the County 
Treasurer, Auditor and Superintendent of 
Schools to the effect that these officers 
would be sued to make good to the county 
all moneys paid Mr. Wyckoff as salary for 
his labors as instructor in music. But the 
enemies of the movement were serving 
the ends of the cause unwittingly, perhaps, 
for this was what ‘the promoters of the 
proposition wished in order that a test case ‘ 
might be made. This was done, and the 
case brought to issue in the Superior 
Court before Judge Copbell, who issued a 
writ of mandamus ordering the salary 
paid. The county schools will have music 
as a partof their regular work.

POMONA. 
Report of the City Clork—The Postoffice 
Fight—The Rainfall. 

The report of the [City Clerk. J. R.Garth- 
side, for the quarter ending Septem 30 
has just been audited by the Finance Com- 
mittee. Thatis to say, Councilman. Gallup, 
who, in the absence of the other member. 
Col. Rhorer, is the sole surviving member 
of that committee, pulled himself together 
and looked over the*report. The following 
amounts were paid out during the quarter: 
Salaries to Officers, $7°2.28; Board of 
Equalization, $140.55; stationery, $3.15; 
fire department, $199.70; job printing, 
$409; work om the park, $47.50; gas, 
$224.40; special police, $106.15; prisoners 
(board, etc.), $79.85; pound-master, $672; 
detective servicé, $109: legal services out- 
side of City Attorney's salary, $40.95: 
health inspectors, $44: City Hall, $23.95; 
Assessor's office. exclusive of salary, 
$67.80; City Treasurer's office, 
typewriting, $3; dog tags, $5.90: hard- 
ware, 67.80. Out of the road fund the 
following amounts have been paid: Super- 
intendent (salary), $150; strect sprinkling. 
$174.75; feed (including twenty tons of 
hay, most of which is on hand), $305.75; 
bridges and culverts, $10.50: blacksmith- 
ing. $35.73. This makes a total of 
$°608.01 for the quarter. 

The Board of Equalization was in session 
about six days, increased the revenue of 
the city to the extent of $80. and the salar- 
les amounted to $140.35. But boards of 
equalization must ‘sit... Of course 
the city park costs money to keep 
it up, and there ought not to be 
much,of a “Kick on $42 a quarter 
for expenses, but the park would amuse 
a visitor if it ever had one. It cost the 
city $3000. and about the only tning that 
can be said for it is that we have it ‘on 
hand."* But it is safe to say that if the city 
fathers had to buy it again, and it hap- 
pened to be this time of year. they would 
probably rather have Second street paved. 
There is remaining in the Treasurer's 
hands from all funds 3028.42. 

The rainfall has been a little out of the 
usual order of things, in that ft came down 
so steady. It was of the soaking kind, 
most of it sinking into the ground as it fell. 
The total amount which had fallen up to 7 
a.m. yesterday was 1.80 inches, making a 
total for the season of 7.11. There has 
been no wind during the rain, though it 
has been quite cool. “Olid Baldy” is cov- 
ered with snow, the first of the season. and 
of coyrse the incident should be mentioned 
as usual.
